Only Two Damaged 


James E. Mangum, secretary of the 


commission, says that all but two 
of the cemeteries and all of the mo- 
numents escaped damage. In the case 
of the cemeteries, the damage was 
so slight that it was easily repaired. 
Miraculously enough, in neither case 
was even one grave disturbed, al- 
though all of the burial grounds were 
in the path of the Nazi tide which 
rolled across Belgium and on this 
time to Paris and beyond. Nor has 
there been any report of damage at 
Brookwood, although 
bombs 
have 


fallen in the vicinity. 


In the Aisnc-Marno cemetery near 


Belleau wood, a bomb burst near the 
white marble structure. And in the 
Mcusc-Argonnc cemetery at Romagne 
sous-Monlfaucon, a bomb burst just 
inside the grounds, leaving a gap- 
Ing crater, but doing no other da- 
mage. 


Although there has t>ccn no tour- 


ist travel, one of the important fac- 
tors in the activity of the com- 
mission, work of the office here was 
almost doubled when the Nazi blitz- 
krieg got under way and the ceme- 
teries fell into German hands. Scores 
of mothers, wives and other relatives 
wrote to know if the cemeteries were 
damaged. 


Has 14,2:U Graves 


Of all the overseas cemeteries, the 


Meuse-Argonno is the largest, I has 
14,231 graves and nearly all those 
men buried there died in the great 
Meuse-Argonc offensive. Beautifully 
landscaped inside a mile-and-a-halJ 
wall, the cemetery rises on a gentle 
slope to the large modern-Romanes- 
que marble chapel that stretches its, 
wings over what once was the grea 
Hindenburg Line. 


The Oise-Aisne cemetery near Ferc- 


tn-Tardenois is the second largest 
with a few more than' 6,00 graves 
About 14 miles away are Chateau-Th- 


j ierry and Soissons. The St. Mihiel ce 
| metery is near Thiacourt and less than 
an hour's drive from Nancy, Verdun 
and Metz. It has more than 4,000 grav 
os. The Aisnc-Marne cemetery has 2, 
228 graves and its imposing chape 
rises against the hill that is covcrei 
with the massed foliage of Belleai 
wood. The Somme cemetery, betwoe: 


St. Quentiri arid Cambrai, is the rest* 
fig place of nearly alt those Amer- 
icans who were killed serving with 
the British armies. 


The Sufesnes cemetery is 6n the 


slopes of Mont Valerien, just five 
miles out of Paris. Smallest of all 
the overseas cemeteries is the Flan- 
ders Field cemetery, half way between 
Brussels and Ypres. ty has only 368 
graves, in which are buried men who 
lost their lives during American fight- 
ing in Belgium,

Soldier" always bring to mind the 
"Unknown" who is buried in Arling- 
ton, there are 1,643 "unknown sold-

U. S. Cemeteries 
Were Unharmed 


Burial Places in 
France Unhurt 
in New War 


By JACK STINNETT 


WASHINGTON — For 
the first 


time, Armistice clay finds more than 
30,000 men who gave their lives in 
the World war sleeping in soil oc- 
cupied by tlie enemy they fought 
to repulse. 


Of the eight American military ce- 


meteries overseas, six arc in occupied 
Prance and one in Belgium. Only in 
the little Brookwood cemetery 25 miles 
from London, where there arc just 
468 graves, are the men hurled in 
earth still held by countrymen of the 
soldiers with whom they fought shoul- 
der to shoulder to drive the Germans 
out of France. 


The cemeteries, as well as the many 


monuments and memorials that mark 
the American battlefields 
of 
the 


World war are, however, still manag- 
ed" by the American Battle Monu- 
ments commission. In charge of each 
is an American superintendent under 
direct supervision of the commission's 
Paris office.

of October 31 some thinking I con- 
sider erroneous so I am taking the 
liberty of writing again In an ef- 
fort to present our viewpoint. 


The Social Security Act provides 


that merit rating may be approved in 
those stales only which have had at 
[east three years of experience in 
Ihe payment of benefits. The reason 
'or this provision is evident for a les- 
ser period would not be indicative 
of the employment trend in any in- 
duslry. As a matter of fact Arkansas i' 
las collected contributions only since 
January 1937. It is true that employers 
of eight or more in this state paid 


unemployment tax 
for 1936 to 


the Federal Treasury. It is also true 
lhat the sum thus collected was even- 
tually returned to the state after 
our unemployment compensation Act 
was passed and the sum thus re- 
lumed forms the backbone of our 
present reserve. 


If action at Washington were taken 


moving Arkansas experience rating 
period forward one year this Agency 
would offer no objection but in con- 
versation with representatives of Ihc 
Social Security Board I have gotten 
the very firm impression that we will 
not be permitted to institute merit 
rating in this state until after we have 
had the necessary three years of 
benefit experience. Texas has had 
their 
full three years consequently 


they are in a position to institute merit 
rating a hit ahead of us. 


As I have said we would not ob _ 


ject to an earlier date for merit rat- 
ing in this state but I am convinced 
that your recommendation that the 
Arkansas legislature, or any other 
Arkansas organization, attempt 
to 


legislate in this matter would result 
in nothing but confusion and a ser- 
ious threat against the orderly opera- 
tion of the program. As I have pre- 
viously explained any changes in the 
Arkansas law must have the ap- 
proval of the Social Security Board to 
prevent interruption with our ad- 
ministrative grants. 


You have seen in the past what hap- 


pens when the Arkansas legislature 
ignores the requirements of the Board. 


You will probably recall that In the 
last session of the legislature those 
^ho believed as you do that the 
requirements of the Board would be 
adapted to the actions of the legis- 
lature passed a Welfare Act which 
was in conflict with Board require- 
ments. You will also recall no doltbt 
that the legislature found It neces- 
sary to hurrldly repeal that Act and 
to re-pass the former Welfare Act 
t9 pi-event withdrawal of grants from 
the state. Naturally I do not want 
this to happen to my program and 
I do not believe that you desire such 
a situation. The requirement that 
all states have three years 
bene- 


fit experience before instituting merit 
rating is not, simply a rule or regulat- 
ion of the Social Security Board but 
is a provision of the Social Security 
Act and the only authority which 
could alter it is the United States 
Congress. I have no objection to any 
group seeking any desired amend- 
ment to the federal regulations that 
would benefit them but I do urge 
that the members of the Arkansas 
legislature bo not encourgcd to en- 
act legislation arbitrarily which would 
result in withholding administrative 
grants to the state. 


Merit rating will go into effect in 


an orderly manner as provided by 
our law and I do not believe that 
the benefits secured by any industry 
from moving the date forward one 
year would be worth the confusion 
which would result from such an 
attempt. I ask you to consider in 
formulating your editorial policy the 
effect that merit rating is going to 
have on the majority of Arkansas in- 
dustries. It is my belief that only a 
very few industries will achieve a 
lower rate than the present 2.7 while 
a great many of them will be forced 
by merit rating to pay the maximum 
rate of 4 per cent. It is true that 
your own industry will likely bene- 
fit but it is my opinion that pres- 
sure to move the effective date for- 
ward would result in earlier injus- 
tice to more employers in order to do 
hjstice to a few. I have assured you 


'our desire to enforce the merit 
rfg1 provisions fairly and impartial- 


ly. If the effective date can be mov- 
ed forward without threatening oui 
program I will offer no objection but 
there is no question in my mind thai 
any effort by the Arkansas legislature 
to nullify the provisions of the Fed- 
eral Social Security Act would result 
in failure and in threatening the ad- 
ministrative grants to the state.
